Nacogdoches, Tex., October 17.—Jim Bu- 
‘ghanan, colored, the murderer of the 
Hicks family, was tried here today, a 
plea of guilty was accepted by the judge 
and the negro was legally hanged within 
two hours after sentence had been pass- 
ei. Ten days ago the dead bodies of 
farmer Hicks, his wife and daughter 
were found in the Hicks home, and Sher- 
if Spradiey immediately began a search 
for the perpetrator of the crime. A week 
ter Jim Buchanan was arrested and 
fnally confessed to the triple murder. 
The news of the negro’s confession 
epread rapidly and a mob of several hun- 
a@fed people marched upon the sheriff 
and his deputies with the avowed purpose 
of securing possession of the negro and 
purning him at the stake.

A private in the United States army 
was taken from Fort McPherson yester- 
day at 1 o’clock and locked up in the 
Tower on the charge of being George B.

The soldier has béen going by the name 
of George Burrus, and he denies that he 
is the murderer. He states, however, 
that he Hved a few miles from the scene 
of the crime and knows all about it. 

It is believed his full name is George 
Burrus Taylor. 

William Taylor, the brother of George, 
has already been hanged for the murder, 
which occurred in Sullivan county, Mis- 
souri, about two years ago. A man 
named Meeks, his wife and three little 
children, were waylaid and murdered iin 
cold blood. The two brothers were arrest- 
edi and sentenced to death. They escaped 
and William was captured and hanged. 
George was never caught, but it is be- 
Heved he is now locked up in the Tow- 
er. j 

Among the effects found in the soldier's 
valise were some pictures and papers 
of a most incriminating nature. 

Murderer Was a Soldier.

Mallard and Partner Murdered 
by Turner in New York, 


Turner Was a Defaulter to the Com- 
pany Represented by Victims. 
Mallard Formerly Resided 
in Atlanta, and Was 
Prominent. 


After killing Hamilton and Mallard, 
Turner shot himself in the head. Some 
moments later, hearing no more shots, 
the persons who fied returned to - the 
room and found three bodies. 

Shortage Charged to Turner. 

Turner retired as president of the Cl- 
' max Bottling Company last April, when 
he was bought out by Hamilton. After 
the sale it was discovered, in examining 
the books of the concern, that there was 
a shortage of $5,100 in Turner's accounts. 
The. Climax company engaged John F. 
McIntyre, former assistant district at- 
torney, and M. Goodman. both of the 
firm in whose offices the shooting oc- 
cufred today, to effect'a settlement with 
Turner, and he engaged Edward Leven- 
tritt to represent his interests. Some 
difficulty had been met with in the nego- 
tiations which followed between the law- 
yers, but it was finally agreed to accept 
§2,700 and give Turner a release in full. 
Last night it was agreed that the set- 
tlement should t@ke place in the offices 
of Cantor, Adams & McIntyre today at 
ll o'clock. 

Before he left the conference last night 
Turner anxiously asked that Mr. MclIn- 
tyre be present at today’s meeting, and 
Mr. McIntyre has said since the shoot- 
ing that he did not like Turner’s manner 
yesterday, as the latter seemed. in his 
opinion, to bear himself recklessly and 
with the demeanor of a man who might 
do almost any desperate act. 

At the appointed houf Turner, with 
his lawyer, entered the law offices. Mr. 
Goodman ushered Turner and his lawyer 
Into the private office of Mr. Adams. 
Leventritt, it is said, told Turner to re- 
main outside.- Turner refused, saying 
that he wanted to close the matter at 
once. Turner immediateiy after enter- 
ing asked for Mr. McIntyre and showed 
anger when told he would not be at the 
conference. 

Turner Begins To Shoot. 

Negotiations for a settlement began at 
once, Messrs. Hamilton, MaHard, Good- 
man and Adams being present, besides 
Turner and his attorney. The confer- 
ence at first was in the firm’s general 
offices, but later Mallard asked to see 
Mr. Adams and -Mr..Hamilton in. Mr. 
Adams’ private office, Turner having re- 
fused certain propositions... Whilé the 
conference in the private office was going 
on Turner walked in. His lawyer asked 
him for his check to be used in the sét- 
thement and Turner said: 

“Yes, I'll let you have it.”’ 

- Then Turner closed the.door of the of- 
fice. He was facing. Mr. Mallard, who 
had asked him for the check. An in- 
stant after he had shut the door he drew 
a revolver and, pointing it at Mallard, 
said: 

“] will kill you, you — — —.’’ 

- Then he fired two shots at Mallard. In- 
stantly there was a wild scramble on the 
part of others in the room. All except 
Hamilton dashed for the door, but Ham- 
ilton, when Turner fired, sprang at him 
to grapple. Turner was too quick for 
him, however, and, dropping his weapon 
to a level af his victim's breast, fired. 

There is no witness to what followed. 
Mr. Leventritt, at the first appearance 
of the revolver, rushed out of the room,

Shaw telegraphed - instructions from Chi- 
cago today to the treasury department to 
give notice that he will purchase for the 
sinking fund 6n Friday and Saturday, the 
17th and 18th instant, any United States 
4 per cent bonds of the loan of 192%, and 
pay for them at the rate of 137 3-4 and in- 
terest to date of purchase. The depart- 
ment will also accept the bonds of the 
same issue until ‘the close of business 
Monday, October 20, and pay therefor as 
of Saturday, the 18th instant. This will 
give an opportunity for any to séll at the 
same price who may not be ‘able to make 
immediate delivery. Bonds may be pre- 
sented to the treasury department, divi- 
sion of loans and currency, or at the office 
of the assistant treasurer of the United 
States at Chicago and New York. 

The action of Secretary Shaw in offer- 
ing to buy bonds for the sinking fund: to 
relieve the present ‘stringency in the 
money market is fayorably commented 
on by financiers here. It is pointed out 
that the $15,000,000 4s which the secretary 
expects to obtain under this offer wiil 
result in putting into circulation about 
$20,000,000, which at this late date in crop 


moving will, beyond reasonable doubt, 
carry the country safely over the crisis 
which is annually experienced at this pe- 
riod. Although the secretary's offer was 
not made public until noon today, the as- 
sistant treasurer at New York at 4 
‘o’clock reported to the department that 
$8,203,400 had been already deposited in 
the sub-treasury there.

Company Preparing To Develop Prop- 
erty in Knox County. 


PRESIDENT TYE IN THE CITY 


Here To Work Up Interest in Valua- 
ble Oil Lands Which the Com- 
pany Has Sécured. 


William Tye, of Barbourville, Ky., is 
in the city in the interest of a company 
being organized to develop the oil fields 
in Knox county in that state. 

Mr. Tye is president of the Knoxville 
Southern Oil and Gas Company, and the 
property it owns adjoins the oil fields in 
which several gushers have already been 
struck. Contiguous to this property is the 
land leased bv the Atlantic and Pacific 
Oil Company, on which has been drilled 
the Jones and Wage gushers, each yield- 
ing a good grade of illuminating oil gsti- 
nmrated at 3,000 barrels per day. it is fsaid 
that the owner of the Wage farm of forty- 
seven acres sold his one-eighth interest 
in the company recently for $25,000. 

In speaking of the prospects of his com- 
pany yesterday Mr. Tye said: 

“The Jones gusher came _ in. on Christ- 
mas day and thé gas and oil:ignited and 
formed a perfect river of fire. This weil 
will easily produce 3,000 barrels per day. 
Also’ we join the lands of the sigh a 
Oil Company, which. tye; # 
which filled 5 26 barrel tanks - : 
space of a few hours., Also within. a yery 
short distance of the last gusher on the 
George Hammons farm, which oil men 
claim the best in the’ field, the oil having 
shot inté the air to a height of.110 feet. 
We have another tract adjoining the Gib- 
son well, which produced an unusually 
fine flow of gas, but later developed into 
a fine oil well, estimated at 300 barrels. 
Also wé’ have a tract adjoining the lease 
of the Cumberland Valley Oil and Gas 
Company, which recently drilled in: a fine 
gusher, estimated at 1,000 barreis per day. 
We have 100 acres adjoining the Tye Bend

The 
latter is regarded as throwing a peculiar 
light on the case, for it is thought to in- 
dicate that Turner went to the officés 
with the probable intention of paying 
the sum of money which was to have 
settied the difficulty. If he did intend to 
pay, it is argued, he changed his mind 
suddenly and decided to kill 

Arrangements have be2n made for the 
shipment of the body of Mr. Mallard 
tomorrow to Atlanta, where the funeral 
servites and interment will take place. 
The relatives will accompany the body. 


William J. Mallard, Jr., who was muf- | 


dered in New York yesterday morning, 
was well and favorably known in At- 
lanta. Until a few years ago he made 
this city his home and was prominent 
in affairs here. ; 

At one time he was president of the 
Young Men’s Democratic League and 
was at the head of that organization 
when William Jennings Bryan  cante 
here and was royally entertained by the 
young democrats of Fulton county.: Mr. 
Mallard had much to do with arrang- 
ing for the reception and entertainment 
of Mr. Bryan at that time. 

While in Atlanta Mr. Mallard was a 
membér of the real estate firm of Mal- 
lard & Stacy. He withdrew from the 
real estate business, however, to engage 
in the glassware brokerage busines.

He Was a very successful business 
man, and his affairs at the time he was.

MALSBY PROVED A BAD SHOT: 


Fired at Dog, but the Bullet Struck 
Young Claude Lemke. 


MADE PAINFUL FLESH WOUND 


Malsby Was Placed Under Arrest. 
‘Lemke Taken to Hospital, Where 
He Will Soon Recover. -

R. B. Malsby, a young white man, yes- 
terday, shortly before 12 o’clock, fired two 
shots from a 32-caliber pistol at a mad 
dog on Marietta street in front of the 
Arlington hotel, both bullets missing their 
mark, and one of them striking and 
wounding Claude Lemke, son of Charles 
M. Lemke, of the firm of Lemke 
& Wilensky, harness repaints daaneing. on 
Marietta street. : 

Malsby is a guest at the Arlington, and 
was on the front porch when he fired the 
shots. Lemke, who is employed if the 
store of Lemke & Wilensky, was on the 
opposite side of the street, in front of the 
Kontz building, placing a collar in a 
horse, when wounded. 

The bullet entered near the breast bone, 
and made only a flesh wound. It plowed 
through .the flesh a distance ‘of about 3 
inches, and lodged just beneath the skin. 
The young man was removed to the 
Grady hospital, where the ‘bullet was 
extracted. [It was reported there last 
night that he will be mble to be owt in a 
few days. 

Malsby was.escorted to the ‘police ‘sta- 
tion. by Policeman Freeman, -but was 
given a copy of charges, and was not 
locked up. A charge of discharging fire- 
arms in the city limits was docketed 
against him and the case will be tried 
today before Recorder Broyles. 

From the height at which Malsby was 
Standing it is evident that the bullet 
struck a belgian block and glanced. The 
other bullet broke a window in the office 
of the Niall-Herrin Company, in the 
Kontz building, and, glancing, struck the 
door facing. 

Malsby first noticed the dog in the 
back yard of the hotel, and a few minutes 
later saw it start.to enter the building 
from Marietta street. The dog appear- 
ed to be mad and, securing his pistol, 
the young man went out on the front 
porch, firing two shots in rapid succes- 
sion. The animal ran away and made 
good his escape. 

Malsby regretted very much the accident 
and evinced much concern for the wel- 
fare of young Lemke. The shooting and 
the accident caused considerable excite- 
mént in the vicinity. 


W. J. Mallard, whose home is at 242 
Woodward avenue. The elder Maillard is 
out of the city at present on business. 

It is understood that the body will be 
brought to Atlanta for burial at once 
by James J. Meador, Jr., brother in law 
of the deceased, who has been in busi- 
ness in New York for several years.

The total gathered 
here is $67,500. 

The visiting generals spent the morning 
in receiving callers. From time to time 
they showed themselves on the hotel bal- 
cony to the crowds and the latter al- 
ways raised a cheer. General DeWet re- 
marked: 

“Being a personality is tiresome. I had 
a more pleasant time on my farm.”’ 

The generals visited the reichstag and 


Prince Herbert Von Bismarck entertained 


them at luncheon in the reichstag restau- 
rant. The conversation was in English 
and turned on British public men. General 
Botha spoke in the warmest terms of 
Premier Balfour. . 

When they entered the gallery of the 
reichstag the spectators in all the galler- 
ies stood up and the members of the house 
turned their backs on Herr Antrick, who 
was speaking, to stare at the generals. 
Count Pasadowski-Wehner, the home sec. 
retary, was the only person in the house 
who qid not look up. He continued to 
quietly read a letter.

IN COLOMBIA 


So General Perdomo’ Tells 
Foreign Consuls Stationed 
at Panama. 


ONLY A FEW GUERRILLAS 
ARE TROUBLING REPUBLIC 


Perdomo Says That Bands Will Goon 
Be Destroyed—He Thinks There 
Will Be No Trouble Be-. 
tween United States ~~ 

and Colombia. — 


—- 


Panama. Colombia, October 17.—General 
Perdomo yesterday notified the foreign 
consuls here that he had assumed the 
functions of supreme commander of Co- 
Icmbian forces on the isthmus, as well 
as those of the minister of state. 

In an interview General Perdomo said: 

“With the exception of the department 
of Panama, where General “trerrera has 
his forces. and a few guerrilla bands in 
the departments of Magadelena and Bol- 
ivar. the republic is pacified. ‘Traders 
travel through the country and are pro- 
tected by the government. The revolu- 
tionists, Marien and gan Martin, who 
would have given mutch trouble, have 
been compelled to surrender. I received 
not many days ago a dispatch annnounc- 
ing the defeat of the rebel leader Robles. 
In the department of Bolivar there re- 
main today not more than 100 organized 
revolutionists. : 

“TI have been very agreeably impressed 
with the American forces on the isth- 
mus. AfColon the American consul vis- 
ited me and was very kind and amiable. 
The commanding officer of the American 
marines placed a guard of honor on the 
train which brought me over, and this 
gu2rd was under my orders. I must say 
that I felt quite safe while coming over 
from Colon. 

“As a result of my conversation with 
the American consul,’‘T have absolutely 
no fear that any difficulty will arise be- 
tween Colombia and the American forces 
here or the railroad company. I think 
the landing of United States marines has 


been effective in maintaining free transit | 


over the isthmus. 


“I expect soon to have a powerful army , 


here, and will then clear the railroad line 
of guerrilla bands, whose only object is 
to create complications between Co- 
lombia and the United. States. I then will 
be able to relieve the American forces 
doing shore duty on the isthmus, who, 
from what some of their officers have 
told me, must be anxioug to return to 
their homes. 

“I am a great friend of the United 
States and I admire that country. I affd 
all Colombians favor the construction of 
a canal by the Americans, and my prin- 
cipal object in pacifying the isthmus is 
to make possible a meeting of the Co- 
lombian congress to consider the canal 
bill. Qn the arrival here of our newly 
acquired cruiser, the Bogota,:from San 
Francisco, I will concentrate my forces 
and begin my campaign immediately. 
The Colombian government can send 
50,000 men here, but 10,000 is all I require,”’

Mr. Dent is a bridge contractor and has 
large contracts for bridge work on the 
Guayaquil and Quito railway, which is 
attracting great attention just at this 
time on account of the engineering feats 
to be accomplished in putting this line 
through the Andes.

TWENTY YEARS IN PEN For

Jury Brought in a Verdict of Man- 
slaughter at Tifton, but Prisoner 
Gets Limit of the Law.
